Silberstein stepped down |

| both took out papers to run 
for the school post and then 
announced she would not 
| run. Silberstein appeared at 
Town Offices 10 minutes 


before the papers were due, | 


| but announced she would not | 
seek the school office. She 
said she had enough signa- 
tures to become a candidate, | 
| but had decided she had | 
| unfinished work on the 

| Finance Committee. 

This week, Silberstein 
said her change of heart 
came after receiving encour- 
agement from parents and 
community members. “To be 
honest, it was a difficult deci- 
sion. I needed to resign from 
the Finance Committee. But 
I kept getting encouragement 
| (to run for School Commit- 
tee.) That really is what did | 
it,’ she said. Silberstein sup- 
| porters will need to write her 
| name or place a sticker with 
her name on it on the ballot 
to vote for her. Silberstein | 
said stickers would be avail- | 
able at the election. 

Silberstein said one of her 
reasons for running is to put 
an end to secrecy on the 
board. A press release from 
her stated, “We must restore 
trust in local government and 
listen to and understand the 
concerns of taxpayers and 
volunteers in our schools.”

Background 

The lottery was held to see 
who would have the chance to 
buy 20 affordable condos at 
Coachman’s Ridge, a 96-unit 
development of one- and two- 
bedroom condos on Haverhill 
Street. Pulte Homes filed a 
Chapter 40B permit for the pro- 
ject, which means 25 percent of 
its units — or 20 condos — must 
be set aside as affordable. These 
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condos count toward Andover’s 
affordable housing percentage. 
Communities that have less 
than 10-percent affordable 
housing are considered to have 
less control over such 40B pro- 
jects, because developers can 
more easily skirt local zoning 
boards and appeal to the state. 
Coachman’s Ridge is one of 
several affordable housing pro- 
jects in the works in town, and 
Andover has surpassed the 10- 
percent state guideline. 

In addition, 70 percent of 
those 20 condos - or 14 condos 
— had to be awarded to owners 
with Andover ties. They must 
live here, work here, or have 
family here, like the Forsters. 
The lottery also was structured 


to ensure that condos were 
evenly available to those 
younger and older than age 55. 
A total of 117 lottery num- 
bers were assigned. Each appli- 
cant filled out a 16-page appli- 
cation. There are financial 
guidelines, as applicants have to 
earn less than 80 percent of the 
median income of the area. 


Wait list keeps some optimistic 

Gornstein maintained a lot- 
tery waiting list because some- 
times people cannot gather the 
required down payment or do 
not qualify for a mortgage. In 
that case, those on the waiting 
list will get a call and be offered 
a condo. At least 10 names were 
put on the waiting list. 
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“I guess it could happen. I'm 
keeping my fingers crossed,” 
said Michelle Doucette of 
Andover, whose No. 52 is first 
on the stand-by list. 

She's a special education 
assistant at Shawsheen School, 
a popular coach and a Depart- 
ment of Community Services 
staffer who currently lives in 
town with her mother. She said 
she'd love to own property in 
town, but the real estate prices 
are just out of sight. 

“Maybe this. will work out. 
I’m just glad to have this oppor- 
tunity,” she said. 

Tish Pacini of Pulte Homes 
said Cindy Morrison of Plais- 
tow, N.H., who was featured in 
a Jan. 15 Townsman story about 
the lottery, is also on the waiting 
list. Morrison is an Andover 
native, who works in Andover 
and whose parents still live 
here. 

Meanwhile, the Forsters 
were anxious to share their 
good news with numerous rela- 
tives. The elder Raymond 
Forster suffers from Parkinson’s 
disease and needs to make fre- 
quent trips to Massachusetts 
General Hospital in Boston. 
Knowing they will be driving 
from Andover to Boston instead 
of from Guilford, N.H. is a huge 
relief for the family. 

“I’m sweating, I’m so 
happy.” said the younger Ray- 
mond Forster. “It was a mad 
scramble to get the application 
done. But, I’m so glad I did.”

Rep. L'Italien said this vote 
would probably be the most 
important one she would make 
in the legislature. She said her 
decision to stand against the 
amendment was based on her 
belief in the separation of church 
and state and her desire not to 
discriminate against any per- 
son’s rights. “I’ve been elected to 
represent everyone, inclusive of 
the minority,” said L Italien. 

L'Italien said the legislature 
probably could have avoided this 
vote by giving gay couples the 
same rights as married couples. 
“The reality is the legislature 
chose to do nothing, which 
brought forth the lawsuit,” she 
said. 

Finegold would vote against 
an amendment that would ban 
all same-sex marriages or civil 
unions. He 
said denying 
same-sex 
couples their 
rights was 
not fair. “We 
would allow 
Britney 
Spears to be 
married for 
35 hours, but 
not allow a 
6-O.u 9 Le 
who've cared 
for each other for 35 years to 
visit each other in the hospital? I 
don’t think that’s fair,” said Fine- 
gold. He said the court ruling 
gave him no choice except to 
support a civil union law. Fine- 
gold said his stance has been dif- 
ficult but is in accordance with 
the laws of Massachusetts. 
“How can I expect my con-

stituents to respect the law if I 
don’t?” he said. 

Finegold said he has heard 
from many constituents and the 
vote has forced him to vote 
against the wishes of some of 
them. “I am someone who 
always tries to make everyone in 
my district happy. Sometimes 
you can’t do that,” he said. 

Representatives L’Italien and 
Finegold said their decisions 
were not made lightly. L’'Italien 
said her office received a call 
about every two minutes on 
Monday and Tuesday, keeping 
L'Italien and two others in her 
office busy. 

Tucker was not available for 
comment before Townsman 
presstime, but has previously 
said she would vote against the 
amendment. 

The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court has ruled it is 
unconstitutional for the state to 
deny same-sex couples marriage 
and has required the state to 
decide how to work out the 
logistics of the matter by Tues- 
day, May 18.

Increased fees, 


4.5% increase

The rapid growth of special education costs, the need 
for more high school teachers and the School Commit- 
tee’s decision to maintain last year’s spending levels 
have led Superintendent Claudia L. Bach to recommend 
a 4.5-percent increase in the school budget, she said 
Tuesday night. 

And students and their families can expect to pay 
higher fees for taking the bus, participating in sports, 


_ and enrolling in kindergarten after the spring. 


Bach’s recommended budget of $48,990,928 for fis- 
cal year 2005 is almost $1.5 million more than Town 


| Manager Buzz Stapczynski plans to set aside for the

around the district last year, officials were not willing to 
approve more reductions, Bach said. 


“The goals the School Committee set drive the bud- |

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Ballardvale warehouse 
closing in April

Andover State Rep. Barry Fine- 
gold says he is on a mission to save 
more than 200 jobs, but a union 
leader who holds one of those jobs 
says this intention is not realistic 

C&S Wholesale Grocers will be 
closing for good on April 4. The 
warehouse at 340 Ballardvale Road 
has been serving local grocery 
stores for decades. A statement 
released from the company said 
other C&S warehouses would con- 
tinue to service the local grocers. 

“After conducting a thorough 
analysis we have reached the diffi- 
cult decision to close the Andover 
facility,” reads a statement released 
by company spokesman Carl 
Wistreich. “Continuing to keep the 
facility open was not an economi- 
cally viable alternative for our com- 
pany.’ 

For many union workers, the 
release of this statement started a 
countdown toward the end of their 
job in Ballardvale. 

Finegold said he took the news 
of the closure personally. During 
his college years, he worked the 
graveyard shift unloading trucks at 
the warehouse, often leaving 
around 8 a.m. 

“It taught me about hard work 
and work ethic,” said Finegold. “If 
I'm in a position to help it, I’m 
going to help out. This is very per- 
sonal to me. | think it’s very unfor- 


tunate 

Finegold said he is attempting to 
push C&S for more of an explana- 
tion, and | lans to contact grocery 
store chains that might be interested 
in taking over the space 

Jerry Warren, union representa- 
tive. said Finegold is wasting his 
time 

“I can assure you of that. The 
place is going to close. The place is 
going to close, and that’s it. On 
April 4, that’s it.” said Warren. “The 
union and the company are work- 
ing on the severance packages 
now.” 

Warren said the closing will dis- 
place about 250 union workers. He 
said the closing date will personally 
leave him four months shy of a 30- 
year severance package. Many of 
the workers are upset, but accord- 
ing to Warren, the situation is hope- 
less. 

Warren said he appreciates Fine- 
gold attempting to save jobs and the 
warehouse, but does not believe 
anything will come of it. He said if 
Finegold was able to get another 
company to take over the location, 
he does not believe the union work- 
ers would be able to stay. Warren 
believes many grocery store chains 
do not want to pay the higher cost 
associated with unions. 

“We're just waiting now. We're 
on the Titanic. We just haven't hit 
the iceberg yet,” said Warren.

Bach’s contract ends June 30 
of this year.

In July, 
Chairwoman Tina Girdwood 
signed a “memorandum of 
understanding” that promised 
Bach a three-year extension, but 
it was not voted on in public and 
was not signed by other com- 
mittee members.

It is more than 200 pages of 
numbers, charts and explana- 
tions about Andover’s spending 
practices. The town manager’s 
recommended budget for fiscal 
year 2005 was released on Fri- 
day. But the budget was not the 
only cost that the town manager 
intended to include with the lay- 
out of his spending proposal. 

A 3-2 vote by the selectmen 
rejected the town manager’s rec- 
ommendation to charge resi- 
dents $6.50 for each copy of the 
budget. Selectmen Chairman 
John Hess, and Selectmen Brian 
Major and Ted Teichert objected 
to imposing this a fee for resi- 
dents. Selectmen Ray Hender 
and Mary Lyman voted in favor 
of it. Selectmen say this would 
have been the first time the town 
charged residents for copies of 
the town manager’s budget. 

The idea infuriated Mary 
Carbone, of Cyr Circle, who had 
been told before Monday’s 
selectmen meeting that she 
would probably have to pay for 
a copy of the budget. Carbone is 
known as a town watchdog who 
often notes officials spending 


practices. She rarely misses a 
selectmen’s meeting and is often 
spotted at Finance Committee 
and Planning Board meetings. 

After Lyman announced her 
support for charging residents, 
and Hess announced his opposi- 
tion to her motion, it was clear 
the vote could go either way. 

Carbone rose to her feet, 
telling selectmen she was dis- 
gusted they were considering 
such a charge. “I sit at a lot of 
these meetings. That’s it. That’s 
the end of it. I'm so disgusted I 
really don’t want to attend 
another meeting,” said Carbone. 
“There should be no fee. (Resi- 
dents) pay for the document 
over the period of the fiscal 
year.” 

Carbone put her coat on and 
began to walk out of the meet- 
ing. But as she reached the door- 
way, Selectman Brian Major’s 
words stopped her. “Ms. Car- 
bone has swayed me,” said 
Major. 

Carbone turned around and 
stood with her coat on, ready to 
exit, but remained long enough 
to see the vote. 

On her way out of the meet- 


ing, Carbone said she had not 
intended to become emotional. 
But she believed her statements 
were heard by the selectmen 
who rejected charging for 
copies of the budget. “I know I 
make a difference,” said Car- 
bone. 

“She cares about the town 
enough that she comes to these 
meetings. It really said a lot that 
she got that upset,” said Major. 
“She’s right. This is one of those 
basic documents, this and the 
Town Meeting warrant, that 
should be offered to every citi- 
zen in the community.” 

Town Manager Buzz 
Stapezynski said the town had 
90 copies of his budget, 40 of 
which were given to department 
heads, town employees and 
committee members. The town 
planned to sell the remaining 50 
copies to residents for $6.50. 
Once those ran out, the price 
was proposed to jump to $46 per 
copy. 

Selectmen agreed $46 was an 
unreasonable amount to charge, 
and then discussed the possibly 
of offering photocopies of 
selected pages free of charge.

Time Stops for No Mouse

When a common watchmaker and 
mouse named Hermux Tantamog receives 
a practically destroyed watch, he thinks 
only about the travesty of losing such a 
great piece of artistry. However, when he 
meets the watch’s owner, a daredevil 
named Linka Perflinger, he is instantly 
infatuated by her looks, her personality 
and her amazing occupation. After Linka 
leaves her watch with Hermux to repair, 
he quickly assumes he'll forget about his 
dreams of her. and his life will go back to 
normal again. He 
assumes he'll go curl 
up next to a roaring fire 
with a good book. 
relax with his pet lady- 
bug, and tinker with 
the fine piece of crafts- 
| manship that is a 
watch. However, 
| there’s a funny thing 
| about assumptions — 


Rating: they are rarely ever 
7 out of 10 right. Hermux would 


have never thought that 

by delivering Linka’s 
watch back to her, he would be swept into 
a world where every second counts. Once 
he is, the race is on for him to save Linka, 
the love of his life, from a rather uncertain 
doom. 

Time Stops for No Mouse is a gripping. 
mystery/adventure that will have readers 
sitting on the edge of their seats with the 
turn of every page. Readers shouldn't let 
the simple sounding story fool them. This 
book has a plot with a level of shocking 
complexity that is rivaled by few others. 
One of the things that makes this book so 
good is it requires concentration, some- 
thing that (unfortunately) is needed less 
and less frequently in many books. We can 
honestly say that this is not one of those 
books. 

Michael Hoeye is an author who has 
created characters that will stick in the 
mind for a long time, and these characters 
are as relatable as they are memorable. 
This book is also a great example of how a 
every page of a book doesn’t need to be 
filled to the brim with action. Two or three 
pages that explain the everyday life of the 
main characters gives readers much more 
of a glimpse into their personal lives than 
chapters full of action. This glimpse into 
the private lives of characters makes them 
even more endearing to read about. 


We recommend this book to anyone | 


who likes to read fantasy, mystery or 
action stories. In fact, Time Stops for No 
Mouse seems reminiscent of the Redwall 
series. It will most likely be enjoyed by 
those who prefer books of a more chal- 
lenging nature, because it incorporates a 
rather high vocabulary, coupled with the 
already complex plot line. 

We give this bwk a seven out of 10. It 
is a book that wirds mystery into adven- 
ture, and is well worth the read. Don’t 
worry about the loose ends at the end of 
this book, as they are all picked up in the 
next book in the series, The Sands of Time.

Advanced math supporters organizing 


Petitioners gather 300 signatures to return 7th-grade program; parents to meet tonight

Sull not satisfied with the pace and 
challenge of a new seventh-grade 
math program, some parents have 
begun an organized effort to get an 
advanced math section reinstated in 
the middle schools. 

Parents have gathered more than 
300 resident signatures on a petition 
that calls for the School Committee to 
restore an advanced math class for 
seventh-grade students. Concerned 
parents planned to meet tonight, 
Thursday, Feb, 12 at 7 p.m. in the third 
floor meeting room of Memorial Hall 
Library to decide their next move. 

Enough seventh-grade students 
complained about their math classes 
in September to turn a general open 
house at West Middle School into a 
heated debate session about the new 
math program for seventh grade, 
called the Connected Math Project. 
Continued parent and teacher com- 
plaints about the program and how it 
was being implemented led the 
administration to allow teachers to 
more quickly address review sections 
of the curriculum. 

Not all parents unhappy with the 
Connected Math Project are con- 
cemed about reinstating an advanced 
math class. Some said CMP focuses 
too much on review and bores the typ- 
ical math student. 

Wood Hill Middle School parent 
Larry Kushner has a daughter bored 
with the sixth-grade math curriculum 
and is trying to improve the seventh 
grade program so she will get more 


out of it. Kushner believes the math 
program's aim is to improve the 
MCAS scores of the lowest scoring 
students. Students who enjoy math 
aren't being taught at their level, he 
said. He believes the schools believe 
they do not benefit by teaching to stu- 
dents already scoring in the top per- 
centiles of the MCAS 

Kushner also complains that 
changes to the program were unan- 
nounced and the school administration 
and School Committee haven't done 
enough to respond to parent concerns 
“We have been given some runaround 
We're just trying to create an open dia- 
logue,” said Kushner. 

West Middle School mother Paula 
Bakies is also concerned about the 
loss of advanced math and unhappy 
with the administration and School 
Committee’s response. Her eighth- 
grade daughter approached the com- 
mittee in the fall and later returned 
with a petition to reinstate advanced 
math. More than 80 parents signed the 
petition at information meetings about 
CMP in October. The committee did 
not act on the petition. “They said 
thank you very much and they dis- 
missed her. Since they didn’t listen to 
the kids, the parents are getting 
involved,” said Bakies
